To  the  Chairman  & Members  of  the 
Blaenavon  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Miss  Lewis  & Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  my 
annual  public  health  report  for  the  district  for  the  year  1961. 

This  report  has  been  written  to  comply  with  Regulations  5 (3)  and  15  (3) 
of  the  Public  Health  Officers  Regulations,  *1 959  * and  with  the  directions 
contained  in  circular  1/62  (Wales)  dated  13th  January,  1962,  from  the  Welsh 
Board  of  Health. 

GENERAL  COMMENT. 

The  year  1961  was  an  uneventful  one  from  the  aspect  of  notifiable 
diseases  for  this  district  apart  from  the  notification  of  some  93  cases  of 
measles  which  indicates  that  the  district,  in  common  with  all  surrounding 
districts,  had  an  epidemic  year  for  this  condition.  It  was  in  1957  that  the 
district  last  had  an  epidemic  of  measles.  There  were  no  notifications  of 
any  of  the  more  seriousnoti.  Liable  diseases  such  as  poliomyelitis  or  any  of 
the  enteric  group  of  infections. 

During  the  year  the  Council's  building  programme  of  66  was  completed 
and  resulted  in  the  emptyihg  of  many  condemnedppoperti®  and  the  betterment 
of  the  living  conditions  of  the  occupants  of  these  old  dwellings.  It  is  to 
be  hoped  that  the  acquisition  of  more  land  and  the  provision  of  more  houses 
by  this  Council  will  be  resumed  as  soon  as  possible,  so  that  some  impression 
may  be  made  on  the  district's  slum  problem.  There  were  21  houses  condemned 
during  the  year  and  the  inspection  has  been  completed  for  the  Avon  Road 
Clearance  Area  which  can  be  represented  as  soon  as  the  maps  can  be  drawn. 

The  Council's  refuse  disposal  scheme  came  into  full  operation  during 
the  year  with  the  distribution  of  standard  refuse  bins  and  the  purchase  of  a 
road  sweeper  and  gully  emptier.  It  is  rather  a pity  to  observe  that  some 
householders  are  still  using  old  buckets  and  old  bins  without  lids  despite 
having  been  provided  with  a bow  bin. 

The  Bunkers  Tank  source  of  water  supply  gave  excellent  bacteriological 
results  during  the  year  after  the  installation  of  chlorinating  plant.  However, 
other  sources  of  supply  continued  to  be  of  poor  bacteriological  quality  and 
necessitated  the  issue  of  boiling  notices  during  the  year.

There  were  128  births  (65  males  and  63  females)  assigned  to  this  district 
for  1961,  which  was  an  increase  of  10  over  the  previous  year.  All  of  these 
births  were  legitimate  with  the  exception  of  6 (2  males  and  4 females). 

There  was  no  natural  increase  for  the  year  as  the  deaths  exceeded  the 
births  by  6. 

The  still  birth  rate  per  1,000  total  live  and  still  births  for  the  district 
was  15.^  as  against  a County  rate  of  2J>.k  and  a national  rate  of  18.7. 

The  birth  rate  per  1 ,000  population  for  the  year  was  15.2  which  is 
higher  than  it  has  been  for  several  years. 

The  local  birth  rate  can  be  compared  with  the  national  birth  rate  of 
17.^-  if  the  local  rate  i*  first  multiplied  by  the  comparability  of  1.05  which 
is  supplied  by  the  Registrar  General  for  this  district.

There  were  134  deaths  (76  males  and  58  females)  allocated  to  this  district 
for  the  year  1 96 1 which  was  an  increase  of  16  over  the  previous  year.  The 
crude  death  rate  per  1,000  of  the  population  for  the  year  was  15.9* 

These  deaths  are  analysed  by  cause  and  differentiated  by  sex  in  Table  VI. 

- There. was  one  death  assigned  to  pulmonary  tuberculosis  in  a man  of  77 
years  of  age  who  had  not  previously  been  formally  notified  as  suffering  from 
this  condition. 

There  was  no  death,  assigned  to  maternal  causes  during  the  year. 

Cancer  in  its  various  forms  caused  l8  deaths  (1 4 males  and  4 females),  or 
13.5%  of  the  total  deaths.  Cancer  of  the  lungs  and  bronchus  caused  6 deaths 
(all  males),  or  4.5%  of  the  total  deaths. 

The'  diseases  of  the  heart  and  blood  vessels  caused  67  deaths  (31  males 
and  36  females),  or  50%  of  the  total  deaths. 

The  diseases  of  the  respiratory  system  (excluding  tuberculosis)  caused 
25  deaths  (17  males  and  8 females),  or  18.6%  of  the  total  deaths. 

There  was  no  death  assigned  to  any  form  of  leukaemia  during  the  year. 

The  local  death  rate  can  be  compared  with  the  national  d eath  rate  of 
12.0  per  1 ,000  population  if  the  local  rate  is  first  multiplied  by  the 
comparability  factor  of  1.14  supplied  by  the  Registrar  General  for  this 
district.  The  local  adjusted  death  rate  is  1 8 . 1 .

The  Chest  Clinic  facilities  are,  as  previously,  available  at  the  Park 
Buildings,  Pontypool.  Facilities  are  also  available  at  Blaenavon  hospital 
whore  the  Chest  Physician  pays  periodic  visits  as  ..required. 

Duxing  the  year  there  were  5 notifications  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis 
received,  all  of  which  referred  to  males.  Three  of  these  cases  came  to  be 
discovered  after  the  district  had  been  visited  by  a mobile  unit  of  the  Hass 
Radiography  Service  which  did  a general  population  survey.  A mobile  unit 
of  the  National  Coal  Board  also  visited  the  pits  in  the  district  for  the 
purpose  of.X  raying  Coal  Board  employees. 

In  the  case  of  each  notification  the  home  was  visited  by  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  and  a detailed  environmental  enquiry  made  when  all  the 
household  contacts  were  advised  to  attend  the  Chest  Clinic  for  chest  X ray 
and  the  children  for  skin  test  and  B.C.G.  vaccination  where  appropriate. 

It  is  obvious  that  tuberculosis  as  a disease  must  still  give  cause  for 
concern,  and  while  it  may  be- under  control  it  is  by  no  means  eliminated  from 
the  community. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  6 7 persons  on  the  local  tuberculosis 

register,  made  up  of  3 2 male  pulmonary  cases,  1 male  non-pulmonary  case, 

31  female  pulmonary  cases  and  3 .female  non-pulmonary  cases.

Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1953« 

The  duties  of  a Food  and  Drugs  authority  for  the  District  are  carried  out 
by  the  7/eights  and  Measures  Department  of  the  Monmouthshire  County  Council. 

The  County  Weights  and  Measures  Of ficer , 'R. J.  Bullen,  Esq.,  reports  that 
39  samples  in  all  (20  milks,  13  ‘other  foodstuffs,  1 ice-cream  and  3 beers) 
were  submitted  to  the  Public  ..nalyst  during  the  year  and  all  were  reported 
on  as  reaching  the  required  standard. 

Disposal  of  House  and  Trade  Refuse. 

" «/ 

The  operation  of  the  cleansing  section  of  the  Council  came  under  the 
direction  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector  during  the  year.  A street  cleansing 
and  gully  emptying  machine  was  purchased  during  the  'year  and  is  functioning 
in  a very  satisfactory  manner.  It  is,  however,  noted  with  regret  that  despite 
the  fact  that  all  householders  were  provided  with  a new  standard  dust  bin 
some  people  are  still  using  a variety  of  refuse  receptacles  including  old 
buckets . 

Public  Swimming  Baths. 

The  public  swimming  bath  iB  the  town  is  now  owned  by  the  Council.  The 
method  of  purification  is  by  rapid  sand  filtration,  clarification  and 
chlorination.  Four  samples  taken  during  the  year  proved  satisfactory. 

National  Assistance  Act,  1948. 

It  was  not  necessary  to  use  section  47  of  this  Act  during  the  year  to 
secure  the  compulsory  removal  of  any  person  in  need  of  care  ar.d  attention.

There  is  no  common  lodging  house  in  this  district. 
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Water  Supplies. 


Table  XIX  shows  the  results  of  bacteriological  sampling  from  the 
different  sources  of  the  Council's  water  supply  during  the  year  and  some 
improvement  is  noted.  The  main  improvement  has  of  course  been  in  the 
suPply  from  Bunker's  Tank  which  is  now  chlorinated.  This  supply  has  been 
consistently  satisfactory  since  the  chlorinating  apparatus  has  been 
introduced.  Unsatisfactory  results  have  been  received  from  the  other  sources 
of  supply  ana  this  situation  is  likely  to  persist  until  such  time  as  all 
the  town's  water  supply  is  tina^d  in  an  uptodate  manner.  The  adequacy  of 
^he  amount  of  water  available  to  the  town  depends  largely  on  how  dry  the 
summer  may  be  and  on  occasions  recourse  has  to  be  Lad  to  cutting  off  the 
mams  water  supply  for  prolonged  periods.
